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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Van der Gracht et al. (US 5,546,198). 

Regarding claims 1, 2, 4-7 and 9, Van der Gracht discloses 
a holographic viewing device (see Fig. 1) in which a computer- 
generated hologram (2 or 3 of Fig. 1) constructed as a 
transmission Fourier transform (line 22 of Col. 3) hologram is 
fitted in a frame member. Gracht does not disclose at least one 
of phase information and amplitude information recorded in a 
certain predetermined peripheral site of the computer-generated 
hologram relative to an input pattern reconstructible from the 
computer-generated hologram being removed. 
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However, the removal of pixels in a predetermined 
peripheral site where the function of the device is unaffected 
does not serve as basis for patentability. 

It would have been obvious, at the time the invention was 
made, to a person having ordinary skill in the art to remove 
pixels in a certain peripheral site of the hologram so as to 
accommodate the hologram to apertures having nonrectangular 
shapes. Further, it has been held that omission of an element 
and its function in a combination where the remaining elements 
perform the same functions as before involves only routine skill 
in the art. In re Karlson, 136 USPQ 184. 

Regarding claims 3 and 8, Gracht discloses the computer- 
generated hologram being a multilevel phase distribution (line 
23 to line 24 of Col. 5). The reference is not explicit on the 
number of levels. However, it is well known in the art to use 
four-level or more phase holograms. 

It would have been obvious, at the time the invention was 
made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to provide the 
hologram with a phase distribution multivalued to four or more 
levels so as to achieve proper brightness/sharpness of the 
reconstructed image.
